Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 46 is directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the invention is a 
subcombination separately useable, e.g., a method of generating a master thread. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 46 withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

2. Claims 34-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

3. The applicant is requested map the specific sections of the specification that 
support the claims (in a claim by format). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 1-2 and 16-29, and 32-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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In clam 1,sep b), the scope "to enable" is indefinite. Is the applicant claiming the list 
components? 

In claim 1 , step c), it is not clear how one can "trade" from the list response state. Also, 
so to make the record complete, please provide a definition for "hitting" and "lifting". 
In claim 1 ,step d), at the list pricing state, the "request" for the final price is indefinite. 
Does the list trade state have some modules that facilitate the condition 1) "spread to 
benchmark.... margin" (to make the record complete, the applicant is requested to 
further describe this condition in his remarks) and 2) "any other method that does not 
require a benchmark" or is the applicant just claiming an intended use for this 
communication module? 

In claim 1), step e), it is not clear at how the list creation state reaches a final state in 
which the item is traded or not traded. 

In claim 2) , the inquiry list lacks antecedent basis. Is the applicant claiming the list? 

See optional "may" language? 

In claim 16), the "textural remarks" lack antecedent? 

In claim 17), the limitation "defined by said system" is indefinite. 

In claim 17), it is not clear how the benchmark is determined (i.e., in which list?, by 

which party?). 

In claim 19), so to make the record complete, the applicant is requested to further 

describe the crossing trade. 

In claim 20), see previous rejections. 

In claim 23, it which "state" is this performed. 
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In claim 32, "a plurality of lists" is vague and indefinite? 

In claim 41 ,"a master thread" and "worker threads" are vague and indefinite. 

In claim 42, "error checking" is vague and indefinite.
